Rejecting what they termed an “infamous yellow dog 
contract” proposed by the War Labor Board (W LB), John 
L. Lewis and 
his United Mine Workers invoked their 
“no 
contract no work” policy for the third 
time within 
two 
months alter negotiations with the operators collapsed. 
By mid-morning there 
were no reports of any UMW 
members working in disregard 
of that policy in either 
bituminous or anthracite pits.

Exciting Experience 
Probably the m ost nerve-rack­ 
ing experience he had was being 
confined in the field hospital with 
a dozen or m ore men who were 
suffering from shell shock, J] very 
tim e the Japs bombed the field, the 
shellshocked men went to pieces, 
scream ed and became delirious.

spread from his wounded ankle in 
spite of sulfanilam ide drug treat­ 
m ents.

canal. The DC-3 was loaded, ready 
to take off, when the .laps came 
over. 
Everyone piled out of the 
plane and 
sought safety.

tunately, the ship was not hit, 
although they were to learn later 
bomb concussion had put the ra ­ 
dio and compass out of order.

Not until IO flays had 
passed was a message picked up. 
Up until tlrnt time 25 people had 
subsisted on 13 chocolate bars and 
a f an of tom atoes, plus rain w ater. 
Then a DC-3 and a Loekheed-Hud- 
son flew over and dropped food. 
The w ater on the reef was three 
feet deep a t low tide and seven 
feet deep at high tide. The .severe­ 
ly wounded cases, Beiswenger and 
several others, were swung from 
hammocks made from parachute 
cords under the roof of the cAbln. 
Tile others clung to the wings 
and fuselage a t high tide, and 
stood in the w’ater a t low 
Three PBY’# came to the 
cue, but all cracked up in 
surf surrounding the coral 
Finally, after 12 days, a destroyer 
showed up and the stranded Ma­ 
rines and plane crew s were taken 
off in W’hale boats. 
Back in New Caledonia, Beis- 
wenger was hospitalized and later 
transferred to New Zealand, where 
he had a brief dose of malaria 
before being sent home on May 5.
